To the inhabitants of the Town of Wolfeboro 
qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Brewster Me- 
morial Hall in said Town on the second Tuesday of 
March next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon to act upon 
the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, two Audi- 
tors, Treasurer, Collector of Taxes, for the ensuing 
year, one Selectman, one Library Trustee and one 
Trustee of Trust Funds for three years. 


ARTICLE 2. To bring in your votes for the elec- 
tion of the Delegates at Large, Alternate Delegates at 
Large, District Delegates and Alternate District Dele- 
gates to the National Conventions of the Democratic 
and Republican parties, to be held for the purpose of 
nominating party candidates for President and Vice- 
President of the United States. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if you approve the passage 
of the following by-laws adopted by the Selectmen re- 
lating to observance of the Lord’s Day, as follows: 


AMATEUR SPORTS. It shall be lawful on the 
Lord’s Day, to engage in play, games, sports, and ex- 
hibitions of physical skill, to which no admission is 
charged and after one o’clock in the afternoon, except 
public dancing, horse racing, prize fighting, wrestling, 
pool, billiards, bowling, providing peace and quiet are 
not unreasonably disturbed thereby. The Selectmen 
may regulate the time, manner and areas of such play, 
games and sports, to the end that no unreasonable dis- 
turbance of peace and quiet shall be caused thereby. 
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MOVING PICTURES AND THEATRICALS. It 
shall be lawful on the Lord’s Day to conduct motion 
pictures, lectures, concerts, theatricals and vaudeville 
performances, but not earlier than six o’clock in the 
afternoon, providing no unreasonable disturbances of 
peace and quiet is caused thereby. The Selectmen 
shall make regulations as to such performances. 


RETAIL TRADE. It shall be lawful on the Lord’s 
Day to sell at retail, newspapers, periodicals, ice cream, 
soft drinks, confectionery, fruit, bakers’ products, 
cigars, cigarettes, tobacco, smoking accessories, toilet 
articles, gasoline, oil, automobile parts, and food for 
consumption. Except as provided herein and by Sec- 
tion 5 of Chapter 385 of the Public Laws of New 
Hampshire, it shall be unlawful to sell or expose for 
sale any merchandise whatever on the Lord’s Day. - 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will authorize 
the Selectmen to issue permits to local druggists to fill 
doctors’ prescriptions for intoxicating liquor. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to es- 
tablish Zoning Regulations and authorize the Modera- 
tor to appoint a Zoning Commission for this purpose. 
In accordance with Chapter 42, Sections 48 to 68 in- 
clusive, Public Laws of New Hampshire. 


ARTICLE 6. To elect one or more Highway 
Agents, or instruct the Selectmen to appoint one High- 
way Agent. 


ARTICLE 7: To choose all other necessary Town 
Officers and agents. 


ARTICLE 8. To see what sum of money the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate to pay each 
fireman, legally returned, for the year 1932, in addi- 
tion to that required by law. 
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ARTICLE 9. To seeif the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of seven hundred (700) dol- 
lars, in addition to that required by law, for the town 
library. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of one hundred fifty 
(150) dollars to pay Harrison Post No. 18 to defray 
expenses of Memorial Day, May 30, 1982. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of four thousand (4,000) 
dollars for Town expenses for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will authorize 
the Selectmen to hire a sum of money necessary to 
pay Town expenses in anticipation of taxes for 1932. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred (200) 
dollars for the maintenance of a public toilet. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of twelve hundred 
(1,200) dollars to assist the Wolfeboro Chapter, Am- 
erican Red Cross, in continuing its District Nursing 
Service. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of two hundred (200) 
dollars to pay for a swimming instructor at the bath- 
ing beach. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of three thousand 
(3,000) dollars to secure a like sum from the State for 
the maintenance of State Aid Roads in said Town. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of four thousand five 
hundred (4,500) dollars to secure a like sum from the 
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State for the maintenance of Trunk Line Roads in said 
Town. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of five hundred (500) 
Gollars for the improvement of Forest Road. 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to 
macadamize Pleasant Street and raise and appropriate 
money for same. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand (2,000) 
dollars to build a permanent gravel and tarvia road as 
far as this amount will permit on the so called Clark 
_ Road. 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to 
accept the land around Lake Wentworth, deeded to the 
town by Stephen W. Clow, Sherman Brummitt and 
Joseph A. Parent. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to purchase, or obtain an op- 
tion, the so called Mason property on Center Street, to 
be used as a gate-way to the play ground to be de- 
veloped by filling in Back Bay. (By request) 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to 
authorize the Selectmen to employ a man to keep the 
dumps around Back Bay and elsewhere cleaned up, and 
to haul sand to cover up refuse on the dumps as re- 
quired. (By request) 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to 
rescind the vote, taken in 1921, taxing each hydrant 
the sum of twenty-five (25) dollars, the proceeds to be 
applied toward reducing the indebtedness of the Wolfe- 
boro Water Works, for the year 1932. 
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ARTICLE 25. To transact any other business 
that may legally come before said meeting.
